We get the Federal aid pikes, that 
ia, from Mt. Sterling to the Meuefee 
rounty line, and the Winchester pike 
from the Clark county line to Mt.

The large sum of more than $5,000 
now being spent on these roads in 
trying to keep them in condition can 
then be spent on the side pikes and 
dirt roads, thus bringing them up to 
« better standard. 

Bath and Montgomery counties are 
the only ones on the Midland Trail 
that have not taken any steps or 
done any work on this national thor- 
oughfare, whi'ih enters the State at 
Ashland and runs on through this 
4 city to Lexington and Louisville. 

Twenty cents on the hundred dol- 
lars is the most that can be levied 
unller the present constitution for 
* road bonds, and only enough of a 
levy will be made to take care of 
such bonds as may be issued by 
your fiscal court from time to time. 

Twnty cents additional tax only 
increases your present tax on-sixth. 
Ten cents will only increase your 
taxes one-twelfth and three cents 
only one- fortieth. 

The proceeds of these bonds can 
only be used on Federal aid roads 
and then only to the extent of 25 
per cent of the cost thereof, your 
Fiscal Court having passed an or- 
der to that effect, and which order 
the Court of Appeals of Kentucky 
bas held is a contract with the vot- 
ers and people which cannot be set

aside or abrogated in any way by 
the present or any futulre Fiscal 
Court. 

More than one-half of the cost of 
construction is spent in labor, hence 
more money than Montgomery coun- 
ty will put up will be spent right here 
among our oititena for labor, teams, 
etc. 

Good roads mean a saving to the 
farmer in transportation, in wear 
and tear upon vehicles, and a corre- 
sponding reduction to the consumer. 

Good roads mean better schools, 
better churches and a better citizen- 
ship. 

The construction of these roads 
will make Mt. Sterling and Montgom- 
ery county the Gateway to Eastern 
Kentucky part of which has no rail- 
road.

Versailles, and James Witherspoon, 
of Harrodsburg. Funeral services 
will he held Thursday afternoon at 2 
o'clock, conducted by Dr. C. M. 
Thompson, pastor of the First Bap- 
tist church. 

Mr. Witherspoon was one of the 
most prominent and the wealthiest 
man in Clark county. He came to the 
county from Owenton 37 years ago 
and with Rev. J. Pike Powers, for- 
merly pastor of the Mt. Sterling 
Baptist church, organized the Win- 
chester Bank. He has served as the 
president of this institution since its 
founding. He was a Confederate vet- 
eran, serving during the Civil War 
with General John H. Morgan. 

For the past 37 years we have 
known Mr. Witherspoon and of many 
of his generous acts. He believed in 
tithing and when he had made a 
net profit he always considered one- 
tenth of the net earning was the 
Lord's, and to his purposes he gave. 
When Mr. Witherspoon first went to 
Winchester he found the Baptist 
church of that city, with which he 
took membership, a struggling body, 
and of his earning he gave freely, 
asking the brethren to do their best, 
and he invariably made the amount 
wanted good. As a local matter w* 
mention that Howard's Mill Baptist 
church was in need of funds, that 
she made application of him for help 
through pastor E. E. Bomar and on 
that very day he said "T have made 
clear $250 and knew that one-tenth 
should go somewhere," and respond- 
ed with one-tenth. Not only was he a 
charitable man, hut a Christian gen- 
tleman and worker.

Poisoned Syrup is 
Best Control for Ants 



Syrup poisoned with arsenate of 
soda is t he most effective remedy for 
controlling house ants when it can 
bo safely used, according to II. H. 
Jewett, of the College of Agriculture. 
The poisoned syrup may be obtained 
by having any druggist prepare it ac- 
cording to the following formula: 
One pound of sugar dissolved in one 
quart of water, to which has been 
added 125 grains of arssnate of 
eoda; boil the mixture and str;iin. 
Small sponges should be dipped in 
the syrup and placed where they 
will attract the ants. The workers 
will carry this poison back to their 
Tiest and eventually the entire colony 
will be destroyed. 

Every precaution should be taken 
in handling this syrup and safe- 
guarding it afterwards to prevent 
its poisoning human beings or do- 
mestic animals. 

! Other means of controlling house 
ant's, V>f which the small red oaes are 
the most troublesome, require that 
Huch foods aa cakes, bread, sugar, 
meats and various sweets which are 
especially attractive to the ants, 
should be kept in ant- proof contain 
era. Care should be taken to see 
that the floor*, and shelve* in the 
kitchen and pantries are kept free 
from particles of food. 

If the nest eaa be located by fol- 
the workers as they travel 
to it the ooloay may he killed 
by pouring a little gerosen* or gaso- 
line into the nest. Precautions should 
be taken to see that there are no 
fireB neat 

Dusting liberal amounts of fresh 
pyrethrum powder each day where 
the ants are traveling will prove 
helpful in ridding the house of then 
ir, case the neat cannot be 
Dusting or blowing 
about where the ants t 
proven satisfactory. 

This powder will be 
several days, but care must be et- 
ernised in its use as it sometimes ir- 
ritates the skin and mucous mem- 
brane. It should also be placed be-

yond the reach of children. This 
powder is an effective remedy for 
cockroaches. Small sponges dipped 
in sweetened water will attract large 
number of ants after which they may 
be killed by dipping the sponge in 
boiling water. The process should be 
repeated as often as necessary.

This year it 
is the Legion members who will visit 
the school houses in many commun- 
ities, telling of a different conflict, 
but teaching the same lessons. 

In St Paul, Minn., the Legion has

Post No. 8 will 
send 100 men to address the school 
children of the city and its vicinity.

Alfred E. Cameron, a member of 
Steward Whiting Hoover Post of the 
American Legion at West Point, N. 
V.. heard the call of the army, but 
found that recruiting had stopped. 
As second choice he went back to the 
farm in Virginia. A few days later, 
while plowing, he turned up a copper 
pot containing $15,000 in old gold 
and silver coins.

Ants in Lawns 



Ants in lawns may be killed by 
using carbon bisulphide, according" 
to members of the automology de- 
partment of the College of Agricul- 
ture. A few holes should be made in 
each nest with a sharp stick and one 
or two ounces of liquid poured into 
each hole, after which they should 
be lightly plugged with earth and the 
entire nest covered with a wet blan- 
ket or thick cloth to retain the dead- 
ly fumes.

•Grass Bids Fair 
to be Important Crop 

Vudan grass promises to become 
in important pasture crop in Ken- 
tacky, according to results of exper- 
^nents carried on by the Kentucky 
Agricultural Experiment Station, at 
sxington, since 1915. In both 1915 
nd 1916 lrage yields were secured, 
iose of 1915 being remarkable be- 
luse of the heavy rainfall and the 
■rtility of the soil. The first crop 
kas so heavy that it could not be 
Inked up and amounted to a yield 
If about seven tons per acre, while 
lie second cutting yielded two tons 
PAAay per acre. 

. Results obtained up to the pres- 
ent 0mc indicate that the crop is ex- 
Mptionally valuable as a catch crop 
C furnish hay when there promises 
||d be a shortage of the regular hay 
apply or to occupy a field that 
rould otherwise be idle on account 
the failure of wheat or some other 
op. 

The grass, which is an annual, and 
aust be reseeded each year, grows 
be about five feet high on good 
»ils when sown broadcast or drill- 
ed in. When planted in rows and 
Cultivated it grows taller, but even 
ben the stems do not become much 
■>arser than those of the German 
jjpillet. The crop grows more rap- 
ly than the ordinary sorghums and 
ro crops of hay a year can he pro- 
iced in Kentucky if the seeding is 
lone by the first of June. 
dKe crop is preferable to the mil- 
)ts except where the length of time 
which to grow the crop is short, 



-- 

since Sudan grass will not mature as 
quickly as will the millets. It yields 
more than the millets, however, and, 
in addition the hay is of a superior 
quality than can be fed to all classes 
of livestock with safety. 

Sudan grass can be grown on any 
well-drained soil or on any) land 
that will raise common sorghum. For 
hay the crop may be sown broad- 
cast or drilled in like wheat, or 
planted in rows and cultivated. 
Twenty to 30 pounds of seed per 
acre are requi»ed when it is sown by 
broadcasting or drilling, but four to 
five pounds per acre are sufficient 
when the grass is sown in rows 29 
to 32 inches apart and cultivated 
once or twice. The seeding may be 
done from May 1 to July 1.

4,000 Cars a Day 

Ford is building cars at full 
speed. And, according to an offi- 
cial statement from the factory at 
Detroit, the demand for Ford cars 
and trucks still exceeds the output, 
despite the fact that a new high 
level of production has been reached. 

By the first of May the figures 
representing daily production were 
in the neighborhood of 4,000 a day, 
so the May schedule was set at 
101,125 cars and trucks, not In- 
cluding (he output of the Ford Can- 
adian plant or any of the foreign 
assembling plants. The output has 
mouther) diiily; May 12th brought 
forth 4,092, the greatest number 
that has been produced in one day 
so far this year. Since the month 
has 25 working days, present indi- 
cations point to a new high record. 

A comparison of Ford production 
figures for 1920 and 1921 discloses 
the fact that for April, 1921, the out- 
put was greater by 34,514 than for 
the corresponding month of a year 
ago. The output for May, 1921. will 
probably overshadow May, 1920, by 
between fifteen and twenty thousand 
cars and trucks. 

Approximately 43,000 men are at 
work in the Detroit plant of the Ford 
Motor Company. The factory is op- 
erating on full time, six days a week 
and three shifts a day. 

"We w^re never in a better condi- 
tion than we are right now," said 
Henry Ford recently.

Shooting Up Old Ships 

One of the nation's smartest edi- 
torial writers has given us a piece 
of his excellent paper in which he 
waxes very indignant because our 
navy airplanes are going to practice 
bombing by making targets of ot 
solete German warships that were 
awarded to America in a treaty 
which Germany signed. He says: "If 
the Germans had taken battleships 
of ours and amused themselves by 
making targets of them we should 
not feel highly of the performance." 

This gentleman of the pen forgets, 
however, that the American navy 
makes targets of its own obsolete 
ships — ships on which American boys 
have fought for their country and 
which they loved just as much as 
the Germans loved their alleged war- 
ship*. 

Ton will readily remember a par- 
ticularly notable example of this. 
The U. 8. battleship Texas was in 
the battle of Santiago, commanded 
by Captain Phillips, who said, as 
the Spaniards straggled in the 
water: "Don't cheer, boys — the poor 
fellows are dying!" The Texaa be- 
came a back number in good time, 
and our navy took it down some- 
where around Hampton Roads and 
shot it full of holes as a target. In- 
cidentally, they couldn't sink the 
gallant old Texas and more recently 
she was made a target of our bomb- 
ing airplanes. They, too, failed to 
sink her.

Women living in the country are 
liable for a poll tax of $1 each ac- 
cording to a nopinion handed down 
by Attorney General Charles I. Daw- 
son.

Cattle — Receipts 176 head total- 
ing 1.308 for the three days. Supply 
for the mid-week trade was of light 
volume, but demand was limited in 
most directions and trade weaker all 
around. Best light butchers found a 
light demand. Medium and half-fat 
gnissers hard to move at unevenly 
lower rates than opening day. Me- 
dium cows plentiful and hard to sell 
at low attractive prices. Best milk 
cows about steady. Bull values un- 
changed, top bolognas $6 down. Nar- 
row volume of traffic in both stock- 
ers and feeders of all descriptions.

Last year the United States gov- 
ernment spent $47,000,000 to help 
fanners produce better hogs, cattle 
and corn. Not one cent was spent 
for better babies I

Frankfort, Ky., Columbus, Ohio, and 
at Bucyrus, Ohio, and Portsmouth, 
Ohio. 

At the Catherine Booth Home 28 
babies were born in 1920 and 159 
girls were admitted; of these 43 were 
maternity cases. There now are 28 
girls and 23 infants at the home. Of 
the 87 girls received during the year,
